According to the Bizjournals Web site, each area was compared against the average of al 577
micropolitan areas. Other area communities were aso included in the findings with Rolla, Mo.,
coming in a 13 and Lebanon ranked 282.

Larger installations, such as Fort Bragg, N.C., or Fort
Hood, Texas, were part of metropolitan areas, which have a population greater than 50,000 and are not
rated on the Bizjournals Dreamtown list.
